they destroy annually hundreds of mmul- 
lions of dollars’ worth af Ttocdstutts and 
ather property, oral through the distribu: 
tian of bubonic plague and other diseases 
Catise the deaths ot untold oumbers of 
human begs These facets beng known, 
why shoul] we delay in vigorously west 
lmown methods for the elimination from 
oir heres and cerpmurtithes of these 
wasteful aod louthsome pests? 

The common howse - trequenting rats 
are of three species, the brown, the black, 
and the roof rat. Allare believed to be 
natives of Asia, whetice they have spread 
to most part: of the worl! In their re-

The smaller black rat and roof rat for- 
mefly existed in most parts of the Ol 
World They preceded the brown rat 
aboatn America, but when the latter ar- 
rived were promptly reduced by it to 


a secondary position or exterminated, 


Black rats stil exist in some parts of the 
United Stites, and roof rats are common 
with the brown rat in the: milder climate 
of the Southern States.

ity. They have fmm three to twelve 
litters a venr, each containing from six 
to more thin twenty young, the average 
being about ten. ‘The young begin ta 
breed when less than three months of age, 

Rats are nocturnal and as a rule keep 
Indden during the day tn holes and other 
places af concealment about buildings or 
wm burrows which they dig in the ground. 
Within: then retreats they make warm 
nests of shredded hbroews material, often 
cut trom costly fabrics, in which their 
mike and helpless young are safely 
bronght forth. 

Ajiter careful investigation the United 
States Pubbe Health Service estimates 
that the number of rats living under nor- 
mal conditions in our cities equals the 
hiutnian popofation, bat that in country 
districts they dre relatively three or four 
times a8 numerous. 

This-estimate is practically the same as 
that obtained site vears ogo in. Great 
Britain and Treland, Denmark. France, 
atu] Germany. At mtervals, ne the result 
af especially favorable conditions of food 
supply and weather, extraordinary in- 


crcases cf tats occut over considerible 
areus amd the damage by them is enor- 
movsly increased, 

AL vivid realization of the multitude of 
rats which thrive.as parasites on man’s 
industry may be-fained from the results 
of local campaigns against them, Tn 1gay 
4 plague of rats occurred in Rock Island 
and Merver counties, [inois, and during 
the motith ending April 20 one man killed 
3.445 0n his farm. 

Daring the campaign of the Public 
Health Service. against the bubonic 
plague in San Franciseo from. rog ta:

AMAZING NSUMBPERS INFEST GRAIN 
VESSELS 

Islands in the tropical or semitropical 
teas furnish ideal conditions for rats, 
and in many instances they have in- 
Grease] inti] they lave become intoler- 
able pests, threatening the total ruin of 
the inhahitants,. On one sugarcane plan- 
tationh in Porto Rico 25,000 mis were 
killed in less than six months, 

In Jamaichan effert was made to sup 
press them by trtroductng the mongoose, 
which resulted in the establishment of a 
seconil pest. In the Hawaiian Islands 
the imtroduction of the mongoose caused 
the rats to take refuge in. the tree-tope. 
where many of them ae nests and have 
arimoresl habits, like squirrels. Whetever 
Tiresent on these islinds the monpoose 
mas retlered it exceedingly difficult ta 
raise domestic fowls of any kind_ 

As has dong heen known, rats-are very 
numernis on ships.

Kats are excellent climbers, as every 
one appreciates who has seen them about 
barns and other buildings, ‘They Ive 
also demonstrated tireir skill in this in 
the Hawatian [slatids and elsewhere. 

In cities they have been seen to clint) 
iton pipes for the purpose of entering 
buildings, to travel from one house to an- 
other on telephone wires, and to perform 
other extraordinanly ingenious feats im 
Tintuming themselves. 

HEIR NEPREDATIONS COVER WIDE EANGE 


It is impossible to ascertain with pre- 
cision the total Bees teal ng from the 
depredations of house rats. It is, how- 
ever, practicable ta secure information 
on which to hase reasiriable estimates of 
losses from thia ecurce. Rats are prac- 
tically “ormmmivorous and their depreda- 
tions covera wide range. "They feed in- 
differemly upon all kinds of vegelable 
and anual matter. 

They dig up newly planted gram, de- 
stroy it while growing, and also when am 
the shock, Tac crib, granary, tll, ele- 
vator, watehowse, Wharf, and ship's hold, 
as well as in the bin and feed. trough. 


They cat froits, vegetables, and meats in 


the market, destroying at the sane time 
by pollution farmere than is consumed. 

They destroy enormous numbers of 
egrs am poultry, as well as the egas ani 
voung of song and pime birds. In acddi- 
tion, they invade stores and warehotses 
and destroy groceries of every desetip- 
tion, as well as furs, laces, silks, carpets. 
and leather goods. 

They catise many disastrous fires ly 
mawing matches, by gnawing through 
lead jpe near gas meters, or by cutting 
the insulation from electric wires in order 
to secure material for-nests and by gath- 
ering oil-soaked rags and other iniam- 
abe material in their nests; flood 
houses by gnawing through lead water 
pipes: ruin artificial ponds and embank- 
ments by burrowing, and..damage fown- 
dations, floors, doors, and furnishings of 
dwellings: 

As diseuse carriers they also cause 
enormous commercial Josses, especially 
through the introduction of bubonie 


plague and the resulting suspension of 
coimmerce, With the antroduction of 
plague they beeome directly responsible 
jor business disaster ns well as for an 
aypalizig mortality. 

The extent and variety of their activi- 


tits may be indicated by citing instances 


of depredations by them. Much the 


freater part of losses from these pests is 
in foods

A PEMSISTENT PLAGUE 


Letters received from different States 
by the Diological Survey report that in 
places the freshly planted grain has been 
dug op so persistently by these peste that 
it has necessitated a second anid even a 
third replanting, When the corn crop is 
npemns, they tigain attack it and sone- 
times destroy the entire crop. in small 
fields, as was the case in a ficld on the 
outskirts of Washington, shown at page 
2. When corn or other erain is in the 
shock, rats take shelter nnder wm and do

Napoleon's judgment of men was in- 
stant and almost iniallible; Kerensky ts 
reputed to possess the same faculty to

This brougtlit about a political 
erisis which led to the formation of the 
new coalition goverment, Diring those 
(lays soldier and officer delegates fromm 
every part of the front held their first 
congress in [efrograd. It was before 
this-congress that Kerensky deliverect the 
follawing address: 

“Two months haye elapsed since the 
birth of Russian freedom, I did not come 
here mv arder togreet vou. Our greetings 
have been dispatched to your trenches 
long since. Your pains and your suffier- 
igs Wert one of the motives prompting 
the revolution, We could no longer en- 
dure the tmbecile lnvisiness with which 
the ald wrider spilled your Llewl | be 
liewed throughout the two months that 
the only power which can-save our coum- 
try and Jead heron the right path is the 
consciiusness of responsibility for every 
word and every act of oure—a responst— 
bilite. resting on every one af as. This 
belief ID sitll hold,

we shall have to sav to you, “We cannot

The fearful famines of history reveal 
tous what may happen—or, what inevi- 
fably must happen—iow, as in the past, 
with the difference that whereas famines 
of a byrone age took their toll in thea: 
sands, tiv famine of totiv, 1f It) ma. 
terializes, will enmnguite its death roll in 
millions. 

Grim, gaunt, and towthsorne, like the 
three fateful sisters of Greek mythology, 
wir, famine, and pestilence have decrecd 
untimely cleaths ter the hosts af the earth 
since the beginning of time, A veritable 
trinity of evil, the three pre ae cone 
scourge, equal in their devastating power 
and. in ther sinister universality,

science ancl industry for tts allies, prap- 
pled with these poterit forces of destruc- 
tinn, anil there were those who, as re- 
ecntiy os the: early summer of 114, be- 
lieved that the good! fight had been won;

Is the struggle to feet the world worth 
the sacrifice which America will he called 
upon to nuke? Mere are prederited a few 
juiges trom history’s black chronicle of 
the suffering and the depradatin: which 
Fantine has wrought in every clime ond 
ating every people. If to save mankind 
from a recurrence of these horrars fs 
foal worthy the tmdustrvy and the re 
aininces of our republic. the pnswer ts. 
piteuins, 
A sutver of ‘the past shows that war, 
pestilence. and famine always have been 
related, sometimes one an! sometimes 
another being the cause, and the other 
two the effect. Where one of the trio has 
nocurred the others, sometimes singly, but 
usially together, have follawed 

The primary cause of famine almost 
invariably has been a fiilure of food 
crops. This failure has often reauhted 
from a variety of natural conses—long- 
continied Urought, blasting hot wines, 
insect armies, earthyuikes, severe and 
untimely frosts, and destructive Inunda- 
tienes. 
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But war also brings m rts train, crop 
shortage by withdrawing from the fields 
thé ther reruircd to till the soil, anil by 
devastating harvest land in order that an 
eneiny may be vanquished through star- 
vation. . | | - 

Even wher the fires: of conflier have 
burned themselves out, the gripof fame 
frequently has remained wpe a land be- 
cause the hushandman either cannot or 
will not immediately resume his product- 
ive. funetian, Oftentihes a whole peo- 
ple’s industrial fiber has been nopatred by 
the hardships of war anrl by moral dle- 
venenmicy incident to Ginip life, so that a 
full generation tims heen required to re- 
store their country’s thrift and enter- 
prise. 

Pestilence 1s the mevitable handmatden 
af lath famine and war, for the dead of

THE FAMINE OF JOSErI'S DAY 


While the suffering which accampamed 
this famine was perluips-in no degree 
foie ig to the devastation wrought 
by the failure of crops in-subsequent pu: 
riods of the world's history, no other has 
a Stronger bald wpon the magination af 
western civilization, for the detiils of the 
dearth are set forth tn Biblical records 
of engrossing mierest, | 

Tt was during. Joseph's administration 
that there Was tmatteurated the system of 
land rentals in Rewpt which has survived 
te thts day an nmiiny parts of the earth, 
notably m India, By the end of the. sec 
ond year of the famine the people had 
siven to the Israelite all of their money 
and all of their cattle in, exchange for 
com. They had naught else with which 
to purchase food except them land. This 
they eventually surrendered and the Pha- 
raochs became thes ereat lundl-owners cf 
the Nile Valley, while the peasants be- 
came serfs, paying thereafter to their 
masters a full fifth of the viell of their 
farms cach your. | 

In-all, ten famines are recorded m the 
Bible: hut sone, save this in which Jo- 
acph plays so important a role, was of 
more than restricted signiheance, cither 
ie to territory or infinence on history. 

Cme of the other cine, however, ts 
worthy of mention for its romantic in- 
terest—a ten-year famine which drove 
Naomi atl her husband oot of the Inn 
of [udah mto the country of the Moab- 
ites. At the end of the decade of crop 
foilures, when the widowed and child- 
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bereft sojourner decided to return to her 
own people, the literature of the world 
was enriched for all time by Ruth's 
tatehless expression at wonun'’s loyalty 
and devotion to woman in ber “Entreat 


tac not to leave thee, ot to return from. 


followirig after thee.” 

Two other biblical famines are note- 
worthy as preludes to the depravity to 
which hunger brought mankind in suc- 
ceeding generations, The first authentic 
record of cannibalism as a result of fam- 
ime i featnd in the sacred recital of the 
siege of Samaria by Pen-hadad, King of 
Seria, ithe ninth centiry before the 
dawn of the Christian era: 

“And asthe King of Israel was walk- 
ing wpa the wall,” so runs the account 
in the Second Book of Kings, “there 
cried! a womun unto hin, saying, [eip, 
niv lord, O King, ... This woman 
said ante tor, Give thy “on, that we may 
eat him today, and we will cot my son 
LoMOrrow, 
did eat him: and T dad into ler the next 
dav, Give thy son that we may eat him; 
and she hath hid her 4on.”

A. hitndired ¥ears ‘after the Samiirian 
famine Rome's dawn upon the horizon 
of histury was sigmalzed, according to 
Plutarch, by a frightful pestilence anv] 
fine, Blow} or crinson-colored in- 
sects fell from the clowds: disease, star- 
vition, and the sword ravaged all Carn- 
Pina, 

From this baleful bepinning Rennes 
early History was punctuated by a sicecs- 
sion Of famines, pestilences, and wars; 
mit none marked by any outstanding 


wverity or event which focuses hinnan.

appear before the dictator; whereupon 
Sefvilias Ahala, Cincinnatus’ master of 
horse, disceverme the loight in the 
cTowe itt front of the forum, struck him 
dead, 

Thus perished the Roman counterpart 
of Joseph, with the difference that Mac- 
Is was perhaps a self-seeking. philan- 
thropist, whereas the Israelite in the land 
of the Pharaohs sought no personal ag- 
gramlizement, hut profit for his king. 

Some fifty veare after the death of 
Mavlius, the Gals, led by Grennus, 
brought all three of the great scourges of 
tHankied—war, pestilence. and faminie— 
within the very walls of Rome, Con- 
cerming this period the histertans of a 
later: cTa wove # series of heroic legends 
As pictiiresque as the Arthurian tales. 

It was at this time thar the Roman 
scrmitors. aiter the defeat of their army 
nt Allia, pint on their robes of office and 
seated themaelves in their secustemed 
places to awit in silence the arrival of 
the barbarians.and their own death, The 
imposing austerity of the city fathers for 
a moment stick the invaders with awe: 
bitowhen one of the seldiers plucked the 
beard of a senator and was smitten hy

were put to the sword and the city re-

A peculiar feature of the famine and 
pestilence w hich visited the Roman prov 
tice of Aputia a hundred years later was 
the dmagng swarm of lovnsts which 
filled the air and covered the ground, 
Siciniwe was dispatched with anairtriy (0 
try to larttle with the winged pests. Thow- 
sands of peasants lay down tn ‘lke: on the 
highroads, and eo dire wis the pestilence 
which accompanied the fansite that even 
the vultures refused to feed upon the 
Tallest, 

This scourge Of starvation and pesti- 
lence exterded of far west os Eng@ind, 
During a brief period s,on0 people tied 
daily in Rome, where the only method of 
combatting discnse was the practice of 
“Alling the noses and ears with sweet- 
smelling cmmiments to keep out the ear 
fagion, 

ft is net improbable that the suffering 
of this time was o “Harebaick” trom the 
pestilence of 166A. 1). which had been 
borne to Reme from Arabia, where, ac- 
cording ta Amminnis Marcellinus, it had 
emanatesl From the foul air which es- 
eaped’ from “a small box opened by a 
Reman soldier, Pandora-like, at the cap- 
ture of Selenecn.” 

Not only did famine and pi atilenve 
spread from ‘Arabin to the lianks of the 
Rhine, tut alse “jnundations, caterpillars; 
vapors, and insects, leaving tu their wake 
decaved and deserter! villayes through- 
out Gaul. - 


EGVFTIAN ‘FASMIINES UATE AlIHAMAIF-

Probably in no. other country in the 
world has a people been brought to such 
alow ebb of morality or become so com- 
pay Jost to all semblance of rational 
tunity as in the series if famines 
which swept over Egypt during the 
tenth, eleventh, and twelfth centurics. 
onder Mohammedan rule. 

A low Nile in g67 A.D. resulted in a 
famine the following yer, which swept 
away 6oo,000 people in the vicinity of the 
city of Pustat. G'awhar, a Mohammedan 


laseph, founded a new city (the Cairo of 
today! & short distance from the stricken 
town and immediately organized relief 
THC CS. 

The Caliph Mo'izz lent every assistance 
io his hewlenant, sending many ships 
laden with grin; tut the price of bread 
stil remained high, and G'awhar, hwirig 
a food controller whe had no patience 
with persuusive methods, ardered his sol- 
iliers to seize all the millers and pram 
dealers and flog them in the public mar- 
ket place, The administrator then estab- 
lished! central grain depots andl corm was 
sold throughout the lwo years of the 
famine wider the eves of a government 
inspector. 

In taking these steps to mitigate the 
suffering of the Egyptians the Moham- 
medan Weerny wis far in advance of the

FAMINES IN ENGLAND 


The story of famines in England has 
been a gloomy oue from earliest times. 
At the beginning of the ehth centur 
an dearth, which extendeald to Treland, 
drove men to cannthalism. It was not 
until the reign of Acthelred the Tinread, 
however, that “such a famime prevailed 
at 00 man ean remember,” from Loos ta 
rorh, 

Those chroniclers who were wont to 
eee had conditions at their worst deckired 
that half the population of the larger 
land perished. Gut it mast be remem- 
hered that much of the mortality of this 
periad was ocensioned ly the wars be- 
tween. Acthelred and Sweyn the Dane. 
the latter being forced by the famine to 
retire From Enielond for atime: 


Naturally, the era following the advent 


of William the Cenqneror was ane oF 
wide-spread starvation and pestilence 


among the English peasantry. During 


the last thirty years of the eleventh cen- 
tury, nine were years of dire distress, 

So great was the dearth in to6q that 
the peasants of the north, unable longer 
ta steure dogs and horses to appease 
their hunger, sold themselves. into slavery 
inorder to be fed by their masters, All 
the land between Durham and York lav 
waste, without inhabitants or people to 
till the soil for rine wears, says Beverly, 
amd antther writer acertses the destitute 
of cannibalism. 

‘There were many sections of England 
which were unaffected by this fame, 


however, and hod there been better means. 


of communication and) conveyance of 
supplies the suffering would hive been 
greatly mitigated.. A factor which con- 
tributed to the seriousness of the situa- 
tion was the burden of taxes exacted by 
the conquerors. Peasants became dis- 
couraged, realizing that the frurts of their 
lnhor were taken from them os fast as 
enrmec.

While hackward seasons were contrib- 
uting factors, the restonstbilitv for the 
two rent famines of Henry IT's reign 
is to be laidsat the door of the govern- 
ment ttself. Tn the first of these (1275) 
20,000 persons are said to have died in 
London alone. The suffering in 1257- 
1259 was ever: waotse, for the whole king- 
dom had been dramed of t= coinage by 
the taxes which the king had levied to pay 
German troops and to ty electoral votes 
for his brother,.the Earl of Cornwall, 
who was a candidate for the imperial 
crown of the bloly Roman Empire, 

FIRST CUR ON THE MINDLEMAX 

It was during this famine that England 
for the first time imported from Ger- 
many and Holland groin.to alleviate the 
suffering of her poorer classes, The Earl 
of Cornwall hiniself sent: sixty shiploads 
of fool, which was soll for his account 


to the starving, More grain was brought

The following year (1258) there was a 
bountiful harvest, birt destructive rains

The first ordinance in English history

Few English kings have lived. through 
ereater periods of distress than Edward 
Il, whe was scarcely able to secure food 
for lis own immediate household when 
the heavy rains of 13124 spoiled the har- 


vests, Misery was wide-sprend and in- 
tense: the dead lined the roadsides:

evervihing imaginable was taten—adogs, 
horses; cats, even balnes.. The jails were 
ctowded with felons, and when a. ‘new 
Criminal was thrown tid a cell fe was 
acized upon by the sta rving Wabes: ane 
fiterally tom to piewes for todd. 

With the exception of the present 
world war, perhaps: no other calamity 
‘that ever lefell the biwman race con te 
compared with that of the Black Death 
and the accompanying famine, which 
afflicted all western cnthzathon during 
the middle decade of. the fourteenth cen- 
tury: its toll has been wartusly es- 
mated at from one-fortth to three 
fourths uf the entire population of En- 
rope. Certainty it was not less than 
22,000,000 peopie. 

There always has heen a certain degree 
of doubt as to the exact organ of this 
plague: but one of the most cireumiatan- 
tial hypotheses te that the seeds of de- 
struction were sown in northern Ching, 
when a great inundation destreved the 
crops amd hundreds of thousands hecame 
the victims of starvation. Rats spread 
pestilence abroad. 

One of the tiret places in Europe where 
the lack Death appeared was ot a small 
Genoese fort in the Crimea, the westerm 
terminus of the overland Chinese trade 
route. The Tatars were besieging the 
fort at the time, and Chinese merchants 
took refuge there. The siege was lifted 
by the hovesting: army, which fled Fron 
the plague, thus spreading the infection 
southward into Asia Alinor, Syria, and 
Eevpt. Ships from the Puxtne cortted 
the contagion to Constantinople and to 
Genoa, and thence it crachated, fanshape, 
throughout the Mediterranean littorad.

Cultivation of the fielils was. utterly 

impossihle, and there were mot even 
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enduph able-bodied liborers to pather the 
crops which had matured, Cattle roamed 
throneh the corm unmolested aod the bar- 
vest rotted where it stood. 

ot of the situation which resulted 
from the impoverishment of the labor re- 
sottnces OF the kingulow. grew the first 
great clash in England between capital 
and labor. ‘The peasants became masters 
of the situation. In some instances they 
demanded dowbie wares, and whereas 
formerly nnd -owners had paid one- 
twelfth of every quarter of wheat as the 
harvesting wage, they were now forced 
to pas one-eughith. 

Parliament hurriedly passed drastic 
laws in an effort to meet the new conde 
tion. Statutes provided that “every man 
or woran, bor! or free, able tn beady and 
within the age of threescore veors, not 
having his.ewn whereaf he may live, nor 
land of his ow abdowt which he may oc- 
cuy Hy himself, and not serving any other, 
shall be bound ta serve the enplover who 
shall require him ta de so, provided that 
the lords of ary berdsman or land-ser- 
vant shall be preferred before others for 
hes service; that such servants shall take 
anly the wages which were customarily 
given in 1347" (the year prior to the first 
appearance of the wlagae) 

Voolition of the statute meant jmprison- 
ments and it was further provided that 
anv feaper, trwer, or workman leaving 
service should be tmprisoned. If work- 
men denuded more than the resulation 
wage, they were to be fined double, and 
the land-owner who pod more than the 
presenbed sum was to be fined treble that 
amount, Runaway Tihorers were to be 
branded within “PF aso perpetual sign 
of them falsity. No bail was to be ac- 
cepted for any of these labor oltensra. 

It is not within the province of this 
article to review the political turmoil 
which this legislation brotgeht also. 
Shifice it to sav that it resulted in pre- 
cipitaling one of the most distressing 
Himes inthe histery of constitutional gov- 
crnment since the Magna Charta was 
wreeted from King John. 


FAMINE? OF TRASCE 


No country of Europe suffered more 
from famine between the eighth century 
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and the close of the eighteenth than 
Franee, The failure of crop: from. nat- 
tral causes entailed far fewer hardships, 
however, than the gross injustice of the 
country’s kings and vourtiers. — Frotn 
=so to the French Revolution, the land 
scarcely recovered from one period cnt 
dearth before some untoward event 
jHunged it inte new woes. 

From o87 to 1059, during the early 
stages of tetulaham, forty-eight famines 
devastated the peiisantry—an average of 
a famine every cighteen months, ‘The 
Cnr Loo Whe a frme of extraordinary 
eiffering, for the whole conntiry was 
scized with a panic, fearmmg that the 
world would come to an end. during this 
the millennial year. Thousands went on 


pilgrimages, deserting their bhames and) 


thet fields and obstructing the whole nor- 
ial course of oaiatenee This was the 
first wive of the pregt national movenent 
whith found expression a century later 
in the Crusades. | 

The fear of the end of the world hav- 
ing passed with the end of the millennial 
year, it was revived with even greater in- 
tensity when the toooth anniversary of 
the Crucifixion approached. The mis- 
eries Of mankmd in Ganl at-that tine 
were incredible, The whole course of 
natire seemed to be upset, and there was 
intense cold in-summer, oppressive bent 
in Winter, Rains and frosts came tut of 
scastitl, ane for three yeats { to3z0 to 
fo32) there was neither seed time mor 
harvest. “Thousands apon thousands «ied 
of starvation, and the living were too 
weak to bury the dead, There were 
many harrille instances of carimibaliant, 
and human flesh is said to have been ex- 
poset for sale in the market at Tours. 

ne their maddened condition the peasants 
extrutned human bodies and enawed the 
bores. 

One of the harrowing -inewlents oF the 
time, Which will give some idea of the 
insanity which suffering induced, oc- 
curred in the wood of Chitenay, near the 
tawit of Macon, A traveler and his wife 
stopped at a hut supposedly eccupred lw 
aholy hermit. Searcely had they entered 
the abode, however, when the wordan dte- 
covered a pile of skulls in. the corner, 
she and her Insbund fled to the town,

and when an investigation followed it 
was found that the hermit had murdered 


and partly devoured 48 men, women, and 


children. 

Grass, root, and white cliy were the 
ordinary articles of food for the ‘poorer 
classes during these terrible years, and 
as result the sufferers almost ceased to 


resemble human beings, their starachs 


becoming greathy distended, while almost 
all the bones of their bodies were visible 
beneath their leathery skin. Their very 
voices became thin. and pilprieage. 

Packs of riging wolves can out of 
the forests and! fell upon the defenseless 
peasants. It eeemerd as if mankind in 

ranee could never recover. Put sud- 
denly the fields brought forth grain in 
atundance and the peasantry responted 
with astonishing virility, 


VAMISE AMOAG THE FHENCH CHUSADERS 
France suffered greatly from famine 


and pestilence during the Crsades; but 


like the other mations which participated 
in the eight attempts to wrest the Holy 
Land from the Mohammerans, the mst 
spectacular instances of privation oc- 
cirtred among heranmics in Palestine and 
Egypt rather than among the people at 
home. During the first crusade, a 
siipplemented by famine, destroved 1oo,- 
ono men, women, and children: between 
September and December of the year 
Teny7. 

Daring the cnisade agamst the heretics 
in 1218, one-sixth of the assailants per- 
ished at the siege of the Eevptinn city of 
Dkimietta, while only 3,000 (some ‘his 
torians sav 10,000) of the 7o,000 inhabit- 
vints of the beleayneted place survive, 
Tn the cighth and last crusade France 
lost her king. Leute IX, and his son, Jean 
Tristan, both of whom were stricken with 
the questilence which broke out at Car- 
thag 
That indefatigable Walloon chronicter, 
Froissart, pives a simple ht elicctive ac- 
coumt of the four vears’ famine which 
fell upon France in the middle of the 
fourteenth century, “Caring that time,” 
he writes, “the merchants nor others 
dared venture out of town to look after 
heir concerns or to take anv journey, 
for they were attacked and killed what- 
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‘ever road they took. The kingdom wae 
50 full of the Navarrois , Anenercns ot 
the King of Navarre| that they were 
masters of all the Hat countries, the riv- 
ets, principal towns, and cities: This 
ciused such 4 scarcity of provisions in 
France that a small cask of ibevrhige sold 
for 30 golden crowns: Many of the poor 
‘lied of famine. The lower classes suf- 
fered particularly for salt, which was 
highly taxed in order to secure the money 
with which to pay the army.” 

Of course, much of the suffering of 
this period in France was due to the faet 
that the whole country, like England, had 
had its vitality sapped by the ravages of 
the Black Death a few years previously. 

“In 1437 a great famine swept over 
F. Trance and many other Christian coun- 
tries,” records Enguerrand de Monstrelet, 
“Tt was a pitifal sight to witness mult 
tudes in the Inrge towns dying in heaps 
on dimehills, Some towns drove the poor 
out of thetr gates, while others receiver! 
all untertunates and administered to them 
as long as they were able. Foremost in 
this act of merey was Cambray." 

This dearth lasted for two years, and 
it resulted 1 in many strict regulations gov- 
erning the sale and distribution of corn. 
Embarevies against the shipment of grain 
out of the communities: in which it was 
raised were not unusual, The city of 
Ghent. was especially active im dealing 
with the situation. An order was issued 
prohibiting the brewing of heer anced all 
other lijuors in which grain was used, 
and another conservation measure was 
the killing of all dogs belonging to the 
poorer people, in order that these classes 
might tive the food that otherwise 
would have gone to the peta, 





SUFFERING DUE TO EXTRAVAGANCE OF THE 
FRENCH COURT 


The closing years of the reign of Lowis 
XIV were marked by general suffering 
among the laboring clisses throvghott 
France, not so much on account of the 
failure of crops, but because of the op- 
pressive burden of taxation necessitated 
by the extravagance and wastefutness of 
the French court. In some districts as 
much as three-sevenths of the peasant’s 
daily wage was seized by the tux-+ath- 


erer, In the Duchy of Burgundy three- 
iourths of the people lived an barley and 
aaten bread. Emigration and death re 
duced the population until every seventh 
house was empty, and unusttally small 
families held out little promise for the 
future rejuvenation of the country. The 
paleaies of towns and cities were theonged 
‘ne of the clad in indecent rags. 
the greatest privations to which 
eo peasants were subjected was the loss 
a th cir cattle, all of which were exten. 
When a severe winter came, the wretched 
creatures: were deprived of the warmth 
which they were acemstomed to derive 
from sleeping side by side with the 
beasts: 

Madame de Matntenon was accused, 
perhaps unjustly, af making a_ forte 
outot France's miseries by trafficking in 
catn, She was mobbed in her carriage 
hv the hungry crowd as she rode out of 
Versailles, where the livi me skeletons of 
men and women clamored daily for 
bread and could with difficulty be kept 
from the presence: of the king: For w 
hundred years thereafter caricaturists 
depicted Frenchmen as tall, gaunt, Inn- 
teri-iawed creatures, in contrast to the 
well-fed figure of the English John Bull, 

The French Government officials made 
many sporadic efforts to better condi- 
tions, but their methods of dealing with 
the situation seemed only to magnify the 
distress. For example, they doubled the 
tolls on ronods, and thenuby put an end to 
what Tithe commerce remained; ridicu- 
lows tartifs on foodstuffs aggravated the 
popttlace and many riots followed, Car- 
risans revolted and had to be given large 
bounties t0 retorn to their duties, 

(me of the most terrible periods of 
starvation which any city has undergotie 
in modern times befell Paris during its 
siege in the Franco-Prussian War of 
Moos. Thowsands of refugees had 
flocked to the capital from the surround- 
ing districts as the Germans advanced, 
vet there was not sufficient fam! within 
the fortifications to feed the rormal poyi- 
ulation of the city. No provision had 
heen made for the possitihty of military 
disaster; the French Empire's only ex- 
pectation had heen an immediate trimmph 
of its armies in the field. The severnty 
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of the winter added its hardships: to the 
harrors of famine. The civilian. popula- 
lion was reduced to the most desperate 
straits: Dogs, cats, and rate were sold 
for food at extravagant prices and they 
were deened tare luxuries by the starv- 
ing. When the garrison finally capitu- 
late! and the Germans marched Fcawe

IRELAND'S MANY FAMILAR Wits 


Ireland has been a land of Many Woes, 


and not the Ienst of these have been the 
famines which fiom timé to tome have 
taWwen such heavy toll of the tsiind’s man- 
hood. As curly as 963-964, an intolerable 
famine visited the country, and parents 
are said to have sold their: children in 
order to get money with which ta boy 
food, Oly at least three oceasions the 
neasantry has been driven to cannitinl- 
iain, “The ost notorious instance ox 
curred! during the dearth which aecom- 
panied the wars of Desmond, tm the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth in Englane. 

The poet. Spenser, who was an cyve- 
witness to the distress of the time, savs 
that the fumine slew far more than the 
sword, and that the survivors were un- 
dhle to walk, bot crawled ‘ont of ‘the 
woods and glens. “They looked like 
anatoniies of death: they did cat the dead 
carnon and one another soon after, iso- 
mitich as the very carcases they spared 
not to scrape out of their gprives. To a 
ot of wotercresses pre shamrocks they 
flocked as to a feast.” 

Ireland's greatest hours of travail 
were postponed, however, until the two 
great famines of the nineteenth century, 
brought aliout in beth instances by the 
fiilure of her potato crops. 

The famine af 1822 was but a prelide 
to the desolation which swept over the 
sland in 1845-27846. The earlier faihire 
of the potato, crop should have fore- 
wired the people of the disaster which 
they were constintly invitiig. and many 
reformers preached for years against the 
practice Of neglecting: the cultivation of 
all grains in favor of the American tuber.

Unitke the famines th other countries, 
where there is frequently a variety of 
factors contributing to the failure of 
crops, in India the shortage almost in- 
variably results from an absetiee of rain. 


The country is: wholly dependent’ for, 


ed upon its countless small farms, 
which are worked on practically no capt- 
tal, Tyocal credit 18 1m the main tinorgan- 
ized, and in times of stress milling of 
laborers are thrown out of work. 

The success of India’s crops from year 
to vear depends upon two monsoons—the 
southwest, or the roing cand the north- 
east, which brings the winter rains, For 
a month of two before the rains (April 
and May) the greater part of the penini- 
sutly, fairly gasps tn the heat. ‘The soil is 
baked and enltivation is impossible, With 
June comes the monsoon, which eontin- 
wes wnotil the latter part of September. 
After the first showers the peasants plow 
their fields and sow the autumn harvest 
of millet and rice. The spring harvest, 
which consists largely of wheat and har- 
lev, is sown int October and November. 
Not only do droughts ¢isarmnge this 
schedule, tut prolonged rains; accompa 
nied by cast winds, cause the wheat to 
rat, while hot west winds cause the 
swelling @rain to shrivel on the stalk. 

The first of the Tidian frmines to at- 
tract wide-spread interest in the westermm 
world was the great catastrophe of &76- 
770. durmeg which i is estimated that 
fuliy 10,000,000 souls, a full third of the 
population of Bengal, perished. Like all 
the fartines, tt resulted from a failure of 
rain, supplemented by maladministration 
en the part of the East [nila Company. 


The famines which occurred from 1780: 


to 1790 are worthy of note, because it 
was during this period that the Pritish 
began to organize relief for the desntute. 
Lord Cornwallis, by his administrative 
ability as governor general in this tryiti¢ 
time, here managed to regain some of the 
lattrels which he had lost by his defeot 
at the hands of the American colonists 
during the Revolutionary War.

The supply of agricul- 
tural labor constantly outruns the de- 
inmid, thus keeping the ware scale ex- 
tremely low, Caste also prevents people 
from leaving crowded districts and going

In time af distress the restrictions 
which caste throws about restue and re- 
hej work would be exasperating tf they 
were not so tragic. For example, m the 
terrible Orissa faniine thousands of San- 
tals perished, tn the midst of ample sup- 
plies furnished by the government, hefore 
it was diseavercd thit there is a pectliar 
tenet of their faith which forbids them 
tn touch fot cooked by Brahinins. It 
was alec discovered that skilled wenvers 
camps for fear that the hard labor would 
cause them to lose the delicacy of touch 
which they value eo highly.

Black Death, which appenred in the fol- 
lowing decade: Famine and pestilence 
laid the whole country waite, Excessive 
rains catised destructive imundations, and 
according. to Chinese records 4.000.000 
peaple perished from starvation im the 


neighborhood of Kiang alane. “Violent. 
earthquakes oecurréd in muany potts of 


the kingdom; whole motitains were 
thirwr ir and vast Inkes formed. The 
fury of the elements subsided and the ray- 
ages of Famine ceased in the very year 
that the Black Death reached England, 

The four famines of t8in, Rar, ry, 
and rRpo are aaidito have token a toll of 
tt less than 45,000,000 lives. In irs. 
1878 four provinces in northern China, 
the district known as the “Garden of 
Chita,” saffered a failure af crops ow- 
ing to lack of pain, and dn at aren about 
the size of France tine imillions perished, 

Two recent periods of dearth in Chita 
which gwakened while interest and elie 
ite] generous contributions fron the 
United States for relief work were the 
famines of tooo and igri, when floods 
in the Yangtze River hasin affected 1, 
mo .000 people residing in an area the 
size of the State of Kentucky, 

During both of theee famines parents 
found it necessary to sell their daughters, 
not onty to obtam fowl for themerlves: 
but in order that the elildren might not 
starve, They were usually sole to wealthy 
farulivs, mm which they bectme slave 
pitts, Early in the perie] of distress 
girls of to to 15 years of age bought as 
much as. $20 each: but when the food 
shortage wae most severe the customary 
quotation im the slave oiarket was. 60 
cents cach, while in one tnstince a father 
is known to have accepted oy cents and 
two bowls of tie in exchange for his 
child. 

No othertaece is as docile as the Chi- 
nest in times of famine, Their resignn- 
Hen in the face of calamity is stazing. 
Por instance, in the food shortage of 
1Ot- 1007 a Slirving anny of 300,000 
peasants camped beneath the walls of the 


ety of Tsinktangpo. The grain ware- 
hoses i the town,a plice of aoojoo 
inhabitants, were overflowing: with w hievcit, 
maize, and tier, and these supplies were 
constantly on display: vet there were mo 
riots. The thousands cutside the walls 
sat themselves down to die, while those 
within continued to transact the ordinary 
affairs of every-day life, 


HUNGER AND THE RUSSIAN PRAGANY 


Next to the proletariat of Tndia: and 
China, the Russtat peasant feels the pinch 
of poverty and hunger more keetily andl 
more ircyuently than iy other citizen 
On Garth. | 

Cme ot the earliest famines in Russia 
of which there is any definite record was 
that af yieo, which continued for three 
years, with aodeath toll of 500,000 peas- 
unts. Cats, dogs, and mis were eaten:

Multtiudes of ‘the «dead 
were found with their months stuffed 
with straw. 

Three Russian famines of compara- 
tively recent date were among the most 
severe in the history of the coun try, They 
ocomred in ou, 190%, and agi, Thar 
ing the ten years following the first of 
these periods of dearth the government 
allotted! nesiriy $125,000,000 for relief 
werk, Int the sume were not always ju- 
hcwusly expended. | | 

In 1906 the government gave 40 poms 
of flour a menth to all persons ander 8 
anc over 50 years of age. All peasants 
between those ages and infants wider one: 
year of ape recetved no allowance, and it 
became neerssary for the younger ani 
der members of the fanuly to share 
their bare pittunee with those for whom 
nO Prewision was thade. The suffering 
wis intense and the mortality exceedingly 
heavy, but the avatlable statistics sire not 
wholly relinhle. | 

The famine of 191r extended over one- 
third of the area of the empire in Hurope 
and affected! more or less directly 70,000, 
Goo peaple, while 8.o00,000 were reduced 
to starvation, Wreerls, the hark af trees, 
and hitter bread made from acorns con- 
stitute! the chief diet for the destitute, 
This was unquestionably the most wide-

spread and moat severe fannne that has 
befallen a European nation mm modem 
tines. 

Beth North ond South America have 
‘been happily ignorant of extensive fam- 
ines since the days of Coltmbis. There 
isa more or less apwcryphal account of 2 
great drought im Alexich in the year 1051, 
which caused the Toltees to migrate, and 
in (877 -a-searcity of rain exposed 200,000 
people inthe northern provinces of raz 
to suffering ; but with these exceptions 
the pinch of hunger in) the Western 
Hewiustinie has been felt from time to 
time in restricted areas only. , 

From this kaleidoscopic picture of suf- 
fering undergone during some of the 
most direful periods of world history it 
is apparent that there is nothing grandi- 
ese or hero abowt death from starva- 
tion; neither is there glory to be gained, 
nor medals of honor or military crosses 
to be wou iv the hatth for tood, The 
casnalties in the strougule are enormous, 
the compensation ml. Na monumnets 
are mised to the victims, no petisions pire 
vided for decrepit suryivers,The saffer- 
ing of those who succumb 1m prtiinl be- 
yond description, and the indiviclual’s 
anguish inevitably & intensified by the 
necessity of witnessing the agony of his 
loved ones who perish with him.
